AVOID FOREIGN p o t a t o e s 


Tubers Imported 
From 
Europe Not 
Good For Planting. 
Washington, March 25. — Although 
home-grown seed potatoes ar© selling 
%\ high prices, foreign-grown potatoes 
should not be substituted for them. 
The 
following 
statem ent on the 
danger to the American potato crop 
from the use of Imported seed pota­ 
toes is issued by the secretary of agri­ 
culture: 
“ Europe has several potato diseases 
not now known to exist In this coun­ 
try, which, if introduced, might be the 
m eans of greatly reducing our annual 
yield of potatoees. Should these dis­ 
eases 
become 
prevalent throughout 
the United States the cost of produc­ 
ing future crops might bo very greatly 
increased. 
“ Do not, therefore, under any cir­ 
cumstances, use foreign-grown 
pota­ 
toes tor seed, either at the north or 
at the south. Th** sorts which are com­ 
ing to this country at the present time 
are late sorts and are not adapted to 
planting in the south, where early po­ 
tatoes are th** main crop, neither ar© 
they adapted to planting at the north, 
for they will not produce a satisia< tory 
yield. 
"T h e yare not adapted to our soils 
or to our climate, and will not yield 
profitable crops. But the danger of In­ 
troducin g disea es not now present 
Is sufficient 
reason for refusing to 
plant them.”

Without desiring in the least to un­ 
derestimate the Importance of dairy 
or other sloe k farming in Ila effect on 
the fertility of the soil, we feel that 
we can no l o i t e r afford to neglect the 
use of commercia! 
fertilizers 
where 
they are called for. 
Contrary to a rather common opin­ 
ion, the kind of commercial fertilizers 
called for depends more on the char­ 
acter of the aoli to he treated than on 
the crops to be grown. 
The amount 
to be used will depend to some extent 
on the kind of crop grown since some 
crops remove Dim h larger quantities 
of the mineral eh men ta from the soil 
than do others, but the particular kind 


this by-product is being put on the 
market In increasingly large amounts. 
The m anufacture of nitrogen-contain­ 
ing salts by electrolytic methods is 
also increasing. 
A num ber of plants 
for this purpose have been installed 
recently In European countries and 
one or two in this country. 


Clay soils are ordinarily abundantly 
supplied with potassium and on ac­ 
count of their good water-holding ca­ 
pacity, grasscH and oth er plants which 
will add organic m atter can be grown 
for supplying thin substance and con­ 
sequently nitrogen, and the only direct 
fertilizing element usually needed Is 
phOMphonis, but probably more than 
half of the clay loam soils of this 
country under crop could be fertilized 
with phosphate fertlilizers profitably 
under present condiilons. 
Heavy clay 
soils in the northern part of Wiscon­ 
sin which have been under crop but a 
few years have shown increases in 
yield running from 15 per cent, to 60 
per cent, as a result of supplementing 
bani}a id m a n u re with rock phosphate. 


But even on farms where practically 
all of th e crops grown are fed, there is 
a possibility of considerable loss in 
fertility. 
Only where large amounts 
of co ncentrated feed stuffs are fed Is 
the supply of phosphorus maintained. 
Probably the greatest loss on such 
farms takes [dace In the leaching of 
barnyard m anure and there Is certain ­ 
ly a great possibility In th e direction 
of c o o m rving fertility by protecting 
barnyard m anures from leaching and 
also from ton rapid beating in the 
process of composting.
